Tenth District — Bath, Fleming, Greenup, Car- 
ter, Lawrence, Montgomery, Alorgan, Powell, 
Rowan and Johnson. 



Air. BODLEY^ advoc'ated the passage of the 
hill at .some length, insisting that humanity and 
philanthn^hv both demanded that some law of 
the kind should be enacted. He hoped that those 
opposed to the hill would let it have a second 
reading, in order that the friends of the mciusure, 
and those opposed to it might amend, and make 
it more perfect anil less objectionable in its oper- 
ations. 

-Air. .McELRO Y oppo.scd the passage of the bill, 
and .said that he did not believe it would be con- 
stitutional to enact such a law, and read from the 
third section of the bill of rights to maintain his 
position. 

Air. .MENZ1E.S hoped the bill would not be 
defeated at the stage in which it was, and that it 
would pass to a second reading. The friends of 
the measure desired to perfect it by amendments. 
He thought it an interesting subject; and although 
be had become a slroug pro-slavery man, after 
giving the subject a great deal of reflection, be- 
lieving, as be did, that as mankind is, servitude 
must exist, and that the slavery of Ken- 
tucky was now perhaps the best servitude in the 
i world, or that had ever existed. But why not 
improve it? To relieve slavery from the circum- 
sunccs of evil which attend it would place slave- 
ry in a better position for the condemnation of its 
enemies, rendering it more satisfactory to iLs 
friends. 

Air. AIORROAV made a few remarks in oppo 
sition to the hill. 

Air. BOAV'LING said that the bill, with certain 
amendments which he would offer at a proper 
time, w.as but the embodiment of the moral sen- 
timent of the people of Kentucky, the soul of 
the philanthropist, and the voice of humanity. — 
Its purpose was to throw no restrictions upon true 
hearted men. Such restrictions as it contained, 
had long since been written upon their hearts by 
the spirit of humanity. Their moral sense of 
justice makes them loathe and abhor the Shylock 
who. for the hope of gain, would snap the holiest 
cords of human nature, and ruthlessly tear from 
the arms of a weeping mother, her tender off- 
spring, and separate them forever. It was to 
st^ this unholy traffic in babes and mothers, that 
those monsters of humanity carry on in a Chris- 
tian land, that induced him to support the bill, 
and not for the purpose of throwing any further 
restrictions about tne true and loyal citizens of 
Kentucky. They were already restrained by a 
law of morals more binding iu tbeir conscience 
than any law that can be enacted; the; ratber 
desired such restrictions as this bill, if passed, 
would afford, by relieving them from tlie heart- 
rending scenes of separation between mother aud 
child, which, he thanked God, but seldom, yet 
too often occurred in the public marts of our own 
proud Commonwealth. He argued that it would 
also suatch from the abolitionist one of his keen- 
e«t n-capons of offense, with which he ever wa- 
ges an insane war against the institutions of the 
South, and would prove to mankind that human- 
ity nowhere finds a soil more congenial to its 
growth than in the hearts of Southern slave- 
holders. 

Before any vote was taken, the SPEAKER an- 
nounced the 

ORULRS OF THE 1>AY. 

The House then resolved itself into a commit- 
tee of the AA'holc — Mr. MENZIES, in the Chair 
— upon the resolutions offered by Mr. JAMES, 
together with the substitute offered by the com- 
mittee on Federal Relations for the same, which 
are as follows; 

1. Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the abrogation 
of the line known as the “Missouri Compromise 
line,” and the repeal of the restriction as to 
slavery iu the territories, by the compromise 
measures of 1850. and by the Kansas-Nebraska 
act, was right, necessary and proper. 

2. Resolved, That the constitution graiiLs no 
power to Congress to inhibit or establish 
slavery in the territories belonging to the United 
States. 

3. Resoleed, Tliat it would be a palpable viola- 
tion of the constitution for Congress to refuse to 
admit into the Union any new State formed out 
of the territories — the common property of all 
the States — merely because such new State might 
tolerate slavery. 

4. yjfsolrrrf. That the principle of non-inter- . 
veiition by Congress on the slavery question, as ^ 
contained in the Kansas-Nebraska act, is the 
true policy of the general government; and that 
any departure from it would, in our opinion, 
greatly endanger the existence of the Union. 

5. Resolved, That regarding the Kansas-Ne- 
braska act as a great national and constitutional 
measure, the th.anks of the people of the Soutli 
are especially due those members of Congress 
from the North who assisted in its passage, and 
to the President of the United States who ap-. 
proved it. 

6. Resolved, That the repeal or modification 
or the fugitive slave law would also greatly en- 
danger the safety of the Union, and that the 
thanks of the people are due to the President of 
the United States for his firmness and efficiency 
in its execution. 

7. Resolved, That our Senators in Congress be 
instructed, and our Representatives requested, to 
vote, in accordance with the principles of these 



resulutions, and uot to vote lor anv man loi ottiw 
who is not willing to stand up to tiie same 

The following is the substitute offered by Air. 
•MARSHALL, from the committee ou Federal 
Relations, for the above resolutions: 

AV HERE.Es, The passage of the Kansas Nebras 
ka act by Congress, has been followed by in- 
ercased irritation iu the public mind ou the sub 
jeet ol slavery; which irritation it is the duty of 
patriots to allay, but the object of demagogues to 
foster and continue; and whereas, it is right and 
proper to express the views of the people of Ken 
, tucky on other important topics now agitating the 
public mind — and we but echo their voice as spo 
ken at the late election, when we announce theii 
unqualified approbation of the principles embod 
led in the Philadelphia platform of the American 
party: Therefore, 

1. Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That w e look to the 

I union of these States as the best, if not the only 
, security for our peace and happiness, and as the 
; main pillar in the edifice of our liberty; that we 
' cherish a cordial, habitual, and immovable at- 
|tachment to it, and that we will unite in opposi- 
• tion to ell attempts to weaken and subvert it, and 
j to every principle or policy that can endanger it. 

2. Resolved, That the systematic agitation of 
1 the slavery question has brought bur institutions 

; into peril, and we hold it to be the duty of every 
American patriot to unite for the purpose of sup- 
pressing this agitation, and thereby giving peace 
jto the country and perpetuity to the Union; and 
; we solemnly believe it to be the best guarantee 
of common justice nnd future peace, to abide by 
and maintain the existing laws upon the subject 
of slavery as a final and conclusive settlement of 
that subject, iu spirit aud in substance. 

3. Resolved. That Congress has no right to ex- 
clude any State from admission into the Union, 
because its Constitution may, or may not, recog- 
nize slavery as a part of its social system.

vidiously restricting, or in any manner interfering 
with the equal enjoyment thereof by the citizens 
of the different States, would be inconsistent with 
the spirit and true intent of the trust, of ques 
tionable constitutionality, ami dangerous to the 
hormony of the Union. 

5. Resolved, That, to perpetuate the countless 
blessings of this Union, we arc deeply impressed 
with the necessity of the cultivation and devel 
opment of American nationality and of -Ameri- 
can feeling; that we are utterly opposed to all leg- 
islation by the General Government, for the Ter- 
ritories, which shall give the right of suffrage, the 
right to hold office, or any portion of the public 
domain, to any persons who are not citizens of 
the United States; and that so much of the Kan- 
sas-Nehraska act as confers the right of suffrage 
and the right to hold office on aliens, is a gross 
depiirturo from all true -American principles, pla 
ces in foreign and unfit bands the legislation of 
the Territories, and ought never to have been in 
eorporated in the act. 

G. Resolved, That, notwithstanding the obnox 
ious alien feature of the Kansas-Nebraska .act, 
we are opposed to its repeal, because it has set 
tied the policy of the Government in reference to 
slavery in the Territories, nnd wc believe the in 
tercet and safety of the Union require that it 
should not be disturbed.

who, from love of liberty or hatred of oppression, 
have sought an asylum in our midst, we arc con i 
vincedthatit isdetrimental to thcbestintcrestsof j 
the country that the foreign immigration should 
be, as we believe it now is, greater than c.in be 
conveniently absorbed by the native population; 
and « e are, therefore, in favor of a radical revis- 
ion and modification of thclaw s regulating immi- 
gration and naturalization. 

9. Resolved, That obedience to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, us the supreme law of 
the land, is sacredly obligatory upon every citi- 
zen, and we utterly reprobate and condemn tlie 
advanremeut of any person to political station 
whe acknowledges civil allegiance, directly or in- 
directly, to any foreign jiower, whether civil or 
ecclesiastical. 

10. Resolved, That a (Njpy of the foregoing res- 
olutions be transmitted to each of our Senators 
and Representatives iu Congress. 

Air. HEAA’ITT addressed the committee at 
some length in favorof the substitute.

Noife of the banks will buy a bill drawn aud 
payable at the town or city where the haul-: is lo- 
cated, It must be made payable at some other 
place. Say a farmer wants $500 to buy cattle to 
fatten on his surplus products. If he borrows of 
an individual and could bind himself lo pay 10 
per cent., he could get the iJ-lOO for one year, and 
would at the end of the time have to pay $50 in- 
terest. But he can’t get it now, and must go to 
the banks. They won’t discount an accommo- 
dation note and let him pay it off in calls as was 
tl^ old custom. He must make u hill. :8ay he 
gets one neighbor to sign as drawer and another 
as endorser, and he accepts payable at Louisville. 

The bank buys hi? bill and takes off $12 50 — 

$10 for interest and $2 50 for exchange for four 
months. Now, the hauk knows, and he knows, 
he can’t, once in twenty times, get the stock 
ready for market in four months — that he will have 
to go or send to Louisville tu pay his hill at ma- 
turity. If he goes himself, having sold his stock J amining ctats. Each one' of them carries home 



and raised the money, and be lives in or near 
Frankfort, he must pay car fare down and car 
fare back, and if it is done in one day he will 
want bis dinner. This will require $4 75 cents 
more.* So he will have paid $17 25 for tbe use 
of $437 50 four months; whereas, bad he bor- 
rowed the $500 of ail individual for four months at 
the rate of 10 per cent., he would only have been

Till- Vppcllate Judges. 

Ill ill'- Time? a few days since, we meulioued 
tliat the Committee on tlie Court of Appeals had 
reported a bill to increase the jurisdiction, ex- 
tend the terms and to iiiereasc the salaries of the 
Judges. It i? made iho order of the day for next 
Thursday, the 31?l. 

The hill increase- ihe term to 72 ilays, and as 
mueh longer as the biisliic.ss may require; provides 
that 110 appeal shall lie. except when tho judg- 
ment or decree relates lo an ofllce, franchise or 
freehold, or i? against a divorce, if the matter in 
controversy does not amount to fifty dollars ex- 
clusive of interest aud costs; makes it the duty of 
tbe clerk to distribute the business of the court 
on the docket, as equably for each day as may be; 
and increases the salaric? of tbe Judges to $2,- 
500 each per year, after the close of the preent. 
term. 

If itiis bill passe?, it will greatly increase the 
latvor of the Appellate Judges. The jurisdiction 
of tho Court lit present i? limited to $100, when 
tbe title to real estate is not involved, and some 
other cases. The proposed change gives juris- 
diction over cases Involving $50. This, from the 
number of cases, it is estimated, will -add some 
20 per cent, to the business of the Court. The 
mesent terms of the Court are 60 days iu length. 
The 20 per cent, more business will add 12 days 
or more to each term. 

The labor of the Appellate Judges i.s already 
very great. W c know no class ol professional 
men in the State whose labor is so intense and 
unremitting. Many persons >.x>mmit the error of 
supposing that it is confined to term time. This 
is indeed a great error. There is hardly a dav 
during the recess of the Court, when the Judges 
are not engaged laboriously iu reading and ex 
amining cases. Each one of them carries liomi 
from Court with him a trunk full of voluminous 
manuscripts, upon which he labors until next ses- 
sion. They have few days for recreation, and 
but little time for play. 

If the bill now before the Legislature shall be- 
come a law, it will not only add many davs to 
the labor of each term, but it will also add many 
1 moi 
I recess 

For this additional labor, we ace that the bill 



a^every where declared by Soullicrii niun. Gcu 
Cass liimself, in his speech of the 27lli of Febru ■ 
ary, 185-J, defined the position ofthe South to he, ■ 
“that any citizen ha; a constitutional right to take i 
with him, and hold in the Territories, any kind . 
of (iroperly recognized as such by the laws'of the | 
Slate he leaves, (including slavc.s) and there hold ‘ 
it, until prevented by a constitutional provision ' 
of the new .State, emhraciug such district of 
eoonlry." Gen. Cass repudiau-d it utterly, .md 
the (lliio .Statesman, a leadiii" Democratic jour 
nal uiid an advocate of tlie Nebraska bill, stig- 
matised it as “pro-slavery in its fullest extent, ’■ 
and declared that “such a position cannot be tol- > 
craiedby the Northern Democracy.’’ Thus, ac 
cording to Gen. Cass aud the Ohio Statesman, 
tlin slaves of Southern citizens who have gone to 
Kiuisas by virtue of llie Nebraska bill, are free. , 
Speaking of Gen Cass’ position and its own, the I 
Ohio Statesman said: “W’e beg leave to assure 
our Southern cotempornries that we have yet to 
meet the first advocate of the late aei of Con- ' 
gres.H, who upholds any other construction of the 
Nelira.?Wa- Kansas act than what is embodied in ; 
the proposition quoted above. In its adherence 
to this iloctrlne of tlie nationality of freedom, ■ 
uiul the liiiiltatioii of slavery, the West is, and ' 
will be, an unit.’’ We trust this will he .satisfac- 
tory to the writer in the Standard, so far as Gen. i 
Cass ami a portion of ihe Northern Democracy 
lire uoiirerued. ' ' 

But let 113 pa.ss to another leader of the same J 
party — Gcii. Shields. In a speech made iu Oc- i 
lober, 1854, at Springfield, III., in defense of the ' 
Nebraska bill, he used the follow-ing language: 

“I. allowed the people, he said, to fix theii j 
own condition, manage their own uifairs, and' 
work out their own happiness in their own wav. 
It gave equal cliances to equal Slates in tlic set • 
dement nud government of common territory — t 
Kansas ami Nebraska were free now, and' the ’ 
people there would keep them free. The cslab : 
lishnicnt of slavery in tliose Territories was not 
only improbable, but impossible; and it was al ■ 
ways wiser and better to let people work out a ' 
great good for themselves (ban have it forced 
upon them by others; and ihis was the wav iu 
which freemen always do what is great and good, 
by their own free and voluntary act. The prin- 
ciple.? of non-intervention would not only kocp 
Kansas and Nebraska what they are now— free — 
but would, by its full and fair operation, if we < 
acquire the continent to the Isthmus of Darien, 
work with such powerful force and cB'eci, lh.it no 
man would ever see another slave Territorv on 
this conliuont.’’ 

“After saying much more on this head. General 
Shields alluded to the danger of sectional organ- 
ization, ;ind of arraying one section of tlie Union ' 
in a general sentiment of hostility against the ' 
other. The Nebraska question, he said, would - 
soon settle Itself; as in tlie midst of this -ingrv ' 
discussion Kansas would present hcraclf with a ! 
free constitution, aud be admitted as a free mem- 
ber of tlic confederacy.” 

Thia speech the Washington Union copied .ind 
endorsed with the highesl commenLlion;. Nor 
is this all. The same paper, in a eonlroversy 
with the Ricl(moud Enquirer, .. . to the wsltioiis 
of General Cass, said. 

“In the remarks of Gen. Cast, on liiu subject 
of slavery, we recognize tiie sentiments enter- . 
Uinedby all Northern men. A; is well remarked ' 
by the Detroit Free Press (the organ of Gen. 
Cass,) the sentiment; of Gen. Cass are those en- ; 
tertained by Douglas, (of Illinois,) Toucey (ofi 
Connecticut,) Bright, (of Indiana,) and Dodge, 
(of Iowa.) and if Gen. Cass is to be denounced I 
for their utterance, tlien arc tliey wo .subject to i 
the same strictures.”
